on other sections of the new tax 
bill. 

Although the House Ways and 
Means Committee has definitely 
decided to recommend a reduc- 
tion of 2 per cent. in the pas- 
senger cars tax and complete re- 
peal of the levy on trucks, tires 
and parts, Senator Claude Swan- 
son of Virginia and Representa- 

tives John A. Garner of Texas, 
minority leader of the com- 
mittee, and William A. Oldfield, 
Democratic whip of the House, 
will lead the fight against reten- 
tion of even 3 per cent. tax on 
automobiles. 

While the Republicans will hold 
a commanding majority in the 
House that is easily managed, the 
minority believe they can muster 
sufficient strength by obstruction- 
ist tactics, if necessary, to force 
acceptance of their demands for 
abolition of the total automotive 
tax.

Division of General Motors Corporation 
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~ Regulation or Suppression 


T IS almost certain that the coming session of Congress 

will be asked to pass on the question of the regulation of 
motor buses used in interstate traffic. At the present time 
motor bus lines- which operate within the boundaries of a 
state are subject to regulation by the authorities of that 
commonwealth. If the bus line operates in more than one 
state it escapes this local supervision, on the grounds, pre- 
sumably, that it is an agent of interstate commerce and, con- 
sequently, subject to regulation by the Federal authorities. 
However, there is at present no provision for such Federal 
control. 

The forthcoming Congress will undoubtedly be asked to 
make some provision for regulation of interstate motor bus 
traffic. Well and good, if reasonable regulation is provided. 

BUT, there is at least a chance that interests unfavor- 
able to motor bus development may try to slip through a 
law which shail cripple this newest agent of commercial 
transportation. Well-defined rumor has it that hostile 
interests are even now preparing a bill which will be sub- 
mitted to Congress the passage of which would seriously 
cripple interstate motor bus traffic. We do not know that 
this is true, but we would be rather surprised if something 
of the sort did not occur. 

It behooves all of us who are interested in the growth 
of motor bus transportation to be eternally vigilant during 
the next session of Congress, lest hostile 
legislation unfavorable to continued development.

HICAGO, Nov. 16.—Ar- 

thur Mogge of the mer- 
chandising department of the 
Automotive Equipment Asso- 
ciation in addressing the 
association at Friday’s ses- 
sion, said in part:— 

“Many dealers pay their rent 
with accessory sales, and some 
even pay all the overhead by 
prominently featuring accessories 
and carrying out the “ask ’em to 
buy” idea. Every salesroom 
should have a showcase of ac- 
cessories in a prominent place, 
and should have at least one car 
on display fully equipped with 
accessories, 


“After cars get into the hands 
of the owners an even greater 
market is opened up, and yet little 
is made at the pres- 
ent time to. get car owners to 
spend money other than in time of 
necessity. 

“The motoring public has money 
to spend, and would spend more 
of it if men in the automotive field 
would show them why and render 
a complete service without undue 
The need for modern shop 
equipment and tools would be in- 
creased,: and many more parts 
would be installed and repair work 
done if dealers would solicit busi- 
ness by showing the car owner 
that he would save money by hav- 
ing certain work done.” 

Mr. Mogge then reviewed the 
efforts of the A. E. A. in stimulat- 
ing such merchandising in the 
past years by means of films, lec- 
tures and campaigns directed to 
jobbers and salesmen. 

In connection with previous 
work of this character carried on 
by the organization some interest- 
ing figures were disclosed :— 


In the four years that the mer- 
chandising department of the A. 
E. A. has been in existence about 
1,628 merchandising meetings 
have been held at which plans for 
developing sales of accessories 
to car dealers were promoted and 
an incalculable benefit to acces- 
sory manufacturers ensued. 
Films sent out by the organiza- 
tion illustrating their “Ask ’em to 
buy,” “Show ’em and sell ’em,”’ 
ideas sponsored by the associa- 
tion have been shown to 122,512 
salesmen, manufacturers, jobbers 
and executives. 


The association is planning to 
continue its work along these lines 
for the coming year. Outlining the 
merchandising campaign for next 
year, Mr. Mogge said:— 

“The industry needs more out- 
standing retail dealers and toward 
association is begin- 
ning a ‘show ’em and sell ’em’ 
campaign. The campaign will in- 
clude manufacturers, jobbers and 
dealers. The A. E. A. part in the 
campaign is summed up in the fol- 
lowing heads:— 

“A field man representing the 

E. A. will go into a state or 
territory and organize groups of 
jobbers and arrange for joint meet- 
ings of sales forces. 

‘“Salesmen will be furnished with 
special merchandising inserts for 
their catalogs, and jobbers will be 
supplied with circulars and printed 
matter to mail to dealers. 

“Salesmen will also have a spe- 
cial merchandising manual to 
leave with selected dealers. 

“Meetings for salesmen will be 
arranged weekly and all expenses 
incident to such meetings will as 
far as possible be borne by the 
A. B. A. 

“A. E. »&. field representatives 
will call on selected dealers, dem- 
onstrate the ‘show ‘em and sell 
‘em procedure, aid in store lay- 
out and merchandising ideas, and 
will address such organizations as 
Rotary and Kiwanis on the work 
being done by the A. E. A. in the 
automotive field.’’ 

Jobbers representing about 
twenty states have already ar- 
ranged to carry out the pro- 
gram for 1926 and have applied 
for field men to work with them

OLEDO, Nov. 16.—Accessory dealers are enjoying a 
good business in winter lines, October and early No- 
vember this year, among half a dozen merchants canvassed 
by the Automotive Daily News, reflected gains of 10, 25 
and as high as 50 per cent. over the same period of a year 








ago. 

Dealers as a unit were of the 
opinion that, had not the car mak- 
ers gone into the accessory business 
during the past year on a big scale, 
their profits would have been fat, 
and jobbers and _ retailers alike 
would be on a financial foundation 
heretofore unknown. 


Automo bile. manufacturers 
have been making a new profit 
on accessories, including bump- 
ers, extra tires, spot lights, heat- 
ers and various other items. Job- 
bers are feeling this severely, yet 
they have made business gains in 
spite of the handicap. 

Some say, however, that the great 
volume of business with the car 
makers has caused extra business 
for the jobber and retailer of ac- 
cessories.

They have 
secured much business from the 
Ford buyers and are hoping that ;

into accessories on a big scale. 

Fred Eaton, president of the To- 
ledo Bumper Sales Company, bump- 
er and accessory jobber, says his 
business is 10 to 15 per cent. ahead 
of last October in cash. volume, 
which means a big gain in units, as 
the general accessory price is 33 1-3 
per cent. under a year ago.

Dust Blamed for 
Windshield Glare 


Minneapolis, 16.—"Proper 
headlight adjustment and the use 
of legal lenses is not the whole story

in minimizing headlight glare,’’ ac- 
cording to E. T. Winship, president 
of the Minnesota State Automobile 
Association. 


“Few car owners appreciate 
that the headlight lenses them- 
selves have to be kept in condi- 
tion. The dust on the hood of the 
average car is an illustration of 
the condition of the lamps’ lenses. 
Clean headlights would be a ma- 
terial help in the work of safe- 
guarding the highways at night. 

“The existence of what the A. A. 
A. calls ‘windshield glare’ is evi- 
dence of the existence of unneces- 
sary lens glare. Dust is the factor 
to be considered in either case. 
Many drivers have acted upon the 
advice of the A. A. A. and have 
made it a point to clean the wind- 
shield before attempting to pro- 
ceed with their night driving, but 
safety is not complete until they 
have the co-operation of their fel- 
low motorists. 

“So long as headlight lenses are 
dust-coated there will be glare, no 
matter how effectively legal lenses 
and lamps are adjusted. The first 
rule in night. driving for any car 
operator should be to dust and 
clean off windshield and lenses.”

Paris, Nov. 16.—A large num- 
ber of French automobile repair- 
ers have formed into an associa- 
tion to foster the development of 
higher grade ethics in their 
trade. Their object is to estab- 
lish lists of flat prices for all 
important repa‘rs, prices which 
all members pledge themselves to 
apply exclusively. 

The association has_ received 
considerable encouragement from 
automobile insurance companies, 
and its members will be given 
preference for all work handed out 
by these companies. Plans are 
under study to charge reduced in- 
surance premiums to those motor- 
ists who will agree to have done 
in association shops all work con- 
nected with their claims against 
insurance companies.

pares oddly with the experience of | 


Citroen, the well-known French 
maker. 

The latter had over a year ago 
issued a repair catalog in which | 
flat prices were listed for all repair 
operations possible on Citroen cars. 
The book was extremely 
and well gotten up, the 
named including the cost of the re- 
placement parts and all items of | 
the work from the moment the 
car entered the shop to the mo- 
ment of its being driven away. 

The book was sold for a nominal 
amount to all interested parties, 
and the Citroen car dealership con- 
tract stipulated that the dealer 
handling the cars had to abide by 
the repair price book. 

Notwithstanding the favor 
with which the plan was _ re- 
ceived by the public it had to be 
abandoned in the face of gradu- 
ally increasing opposition on the 
part of repairers. 

This is what makes all the 
more surprising the move of a re- 
pairers’ association proposing to 
extend the flat price system to such | 
a wide variety of cars as exists in 
France, making the same opera- 
tion widely different in difficulty 
according to the make and model.

This advance 
is due to efficiency of labor, im- 
provements in machinery and im- 
provement in layout. The staff, 
all told, numbers 2,330. 

Commenting on the value of such 
an industry to the country and 
the importance of adopting public 
policies to propagate industries, 
Carlisle pointed out that the com-

duty paid on materials imported, 
$217,969; while rail and 
freight charges paid totaled $9: 
569. 

The turnover of the plant was 
15.76 times, the turnover in the 
tire sales department was 10.504 
times and in the tube department 
12.45 times. Pneumatic tires 
produced totalled 1,195,144, in- 
cluding 114 different kinds, while 
more than 1,000,000 tubes were 
made during the year.
